Return ok Her MaAsesty’'s sHips Erebus AND 
Terror to Hospartr Town.—The Hobart Town 
Courier of the 18th of April contains an interesting 
account of the return to that port of Her Masjesty’s 
ships Erebus and Terror, Captains Ross and Crozier, 
after a voyage of six months tothe Antarctic Pole. 
* The expedition the Courier) has been 
crowned with the most complete success, for though 
they reached not the exact position of the magnetic 
pole, owing to the immense barriers of ice-covered 
mountain that intervened, they were eneabled to hx 
it at about 109 miles distance from them, as nearly 
as could be ascertained from the observation of the 
needle. The Erebus and- Terror left Hobart Town 
on the 12th November. 18-49, and arrived at the Auck- 
land islands on the 20th; having completed the ne- 
cessarry observations there, they sailed on the 12th of 
December for Campbell island, which they reached 
the following day, and having furnished the requisite 
observations in the south harbour of that island, they 
sailed for the Antarctic region on the 17th. and en- 
tered the main part of the ice on the 5th of January, 
1341, in latitude 66, 45 S., and longitude 174, 13 LE. 
They reached this field of ic2 on the 9th, in latitude 
63, 15 8., and longitude 176, 22 E. Oa the 10th 
they discovered land, and took possession of it on the 
12th, in the name of Her Majesty ‘Queen Victoria ; 
Intitude 71, 59'8., longitude 171,17 EK. This land 
was traced, extending ina continuous life to tho 
southward as far asthe 78th decree. On the 28t:

As soon as the season 
promises a chance of additional success, Captain Ross

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cions. ‘The 
rier of ice which impeded their further progress was 
traced for 390 miles eastward. The expedition has 
penetrated four degrees farther south than that of the 
French or Americans. The positions marked by the 
French were found to be correct, but Some extraor- 
dinary mistake appears to lave affected the American 
calculations, for the Erebus and Terror sailed over 
the positions marked on thtir chart as land, which is 
upwards of three hundred milcs from the latitude and 
longitude in which the Americans have laid it down. 
The appearance of these inhospitable regions is re- 
presented as one continued scene of valleys of ice 
and mountains of snow. ‘Tirat which, however, can- 
not fail to excite surprise, is the discovery of a vol- 
canic mountain in such a latitude. The effect of a 
burning mountain in a desert of ice and snow must 
have been extremely strange, if not terrific, and will, 
no doubt, in England, furhish the subject of many a 
panoramic painting. We have heard that seals and 
sperm whales were seen in abundance. _ The officers 
and crew are all in the enjoyment of excellent health, 
aid have not sustained a single casaulty.” .

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THe NEW Frencu rtrie Corps.—A new corps 

called the “ Tirailleurs de St. Omer,” has recently 
been added to the French ranks. The first step was 
taken between two and three years ago, by the forma- 
tion of a battalion of sharp-shooters, who were armed 
with rifles on a new construction, which have an ex- 
traordinary distance of range. The battalion was 
sent to Africa, where it justified the expectations en- 
tertained of it; and the experiment having so far 
succeeded in all points of view, it was determined to 
carry it out on a broad scale. ‘Ten battalions were, 
therefore, enrolled; and the whole of last winter was 
devoted to drilling, exercise, and mancuvres, on the 
spacious plateau of Hellefont, near St. Omer, and 
under the immediate orders of the Duke of Orleans. 
He has certainly brought them to a high degree of 
perfection, no less in respect of the agility and pre- 
cision of their movements than the rapidity and cor- 
The rifle they use is Delvig- 
ne’s. It carries the bell to a point-blank distance of 
six hundreds metres, about six bundred and fifty-five 
yards, which is the general range of field pieces. 
The ball is moulded to the bore, and percussion caps 
supers.le the common lock.

almost unchangeable. In fact these discoveries ren- 
der a previously bad and uncertain instrument so per- 
feet and certain that it would be unpardonable neglect, 
with the use of Dr. 8.’s simple and unerring test, 
ever to issue adefective instrument. The subject of 
these investigations, which every true patriot in an 
insutar and a commercial country like our own, must 
regard as of the greatest national importance, Dr. 
Scoresby brought before the Royal Institution and the 
United Service Club. And so higltly have his com-

ives an account of a new mode of serving cables, | 


ce. with spunyarn. This improvement in the serving 
mallet consists in so arranging the apparatus connected 
therewith, that a serving inallet cunstructed according 
to this plan will be rendered suitable for serving 
ropes or cable with yarn, and at the same time wili 
earry a supply of yarn; thus dispensing with the 
necessity of a second person (heretofore required) to 
hand the yarn round the rope, during the use of a 
serving mallet of the ordinary construction. To the 
upper part of the serving mallet is attached a yarn 
holder, which consists of a spherical vessel of copper. 
The upper part of it is capable of opening on a hinge, 
im order to admit a ball of yarn, and is retained when 
closed by a catch and wedge ; the yarn passes out of 
the yarn-holder through an opening in its under part, 
thence under a friction crank on the side of the mal- 
let, by means of which any required degree of resist- 
ance to the pone of the yarn may be obtained. 
The yarn is then passed once or twice round the ser- 
ving mallet before serving the rope or cable.

From the Midisoniai. 
JUDGE A. P. UPSHUR. 

Among the names transmitted ‘on Saturday by the 
President to the Seuate, was that of Abel P. Upshur, 
of Virginia, for Secretary of the Navy. As Mr. Up- 
shur has never been in Congress, his name is not fa- 
miliar to the nation at large. In this respect, he 
stands in the rear of many others of far inferior capa- 
city. As he has beew invited to take a seatin the 
Cabinet of President Tyl.?, your readers will be in- 
terested to know something of his character and 

ublic career. He is not unknown to fame, however, 
in his own section of the country. 

Judge Upshur is a distinguished justice of the High 
Court of Appeals.of his native State. He was a pu- 
pil of the late Mr. Wirt, was for several years en- 
gaged in an extensive practice, and soon rose to the 

rst rank in his profession. Asa well-read lawyer, 
and an able advocate, he had no superior, and few 
equals in his State. He was for several years a dis- 
tinguished member of the House of Delagates, and 
taok a prominent and leading part in the legislation of 
the times. 


In the memorabie Convention which assembled at 
Richmond, in 1829, for the formation of a new Con- 
stitution of Virginia, Mr. Upshur was a prominent 
member. In that Convention was comprehended the 
leading stucesmen of the Old Dominion, including 
Madison, Monroe, John Marshall, John Tyler, J. and 
P. P. Barbour, John Randolph, Benjamin Watkins 
Leigh, and others. James Monroe was President of 
the Convention, but becoming ill before the close of 
its deliberations, Philip P. Barbour was chosen in his 
place. All the master-spirits of Virginia were there, 
and a more able assemblage of worthies was never 
convened in the Old Dominion. It was on that occa- 
sion that the qualities of Mr. Upshur as a statesman 
of enlarged and comprehensive views were fully de- 
veloped. 

Amid the conflicting plans for the basis and outline 
of a Constitution, Mr. Upshur had the distinguished 
honor of presenting the projet, which was finally 
adop ted, and in consequence of the profound wisdom 
displayed in conceiving the plan, and the ability and 
eloquence exerted in maturing, illustrating, and urg- 
ing it, to the satisfaction of those present, Mr. Madi- 
son, Mr. Monroe, and Mr. Randolph inited in the 
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mémorable declaration that he was the ablest member 
of the Convention, Such a compliment, eoming 


| from such high authority, would not have been bes- 


| towed at random, and could not have been a matter 
of indifference to any one, even though he had en- 
joyed the highest honor of the Constitution. But to 
‘one of Mr. Upshur’s age—then comparatively a 
' young man-—it was a distinction worthy of the most 
‘elevated ambition, and caiculated to confer lasting 
| honor. Hig etiorts on that occason, and the estima- 
| tion in which they were held, gave bir a rank among 
| the most accomplished statesmen of the South. 

In the character of a judge, his official labors have 
been. imiteu co the unobstrusive discharge of judicial 
functions. The spotless ermine never rested on a more 
pure and upright judge. On the bench, he has re- 

‘deemed the just expectations of the people, by the 
learning, ability, impartiality and dignified manner, 
in which he has fulfilled the duties of his office. To 
talents ef the first order, to extensive and varied 
learning, and long experience, as a lawyer and jndge 
—as a legislator and siatesman of enlarged views— 
he unites industry and method in the application of a 
powerful intellect to the details of business. Few 
men possess so clear and comprehensive a mind, 
coupled with the native eloquence to enforce his con- 
clusions on the minds of others, and it was the re- 
mark of a distinguished Southern statesman, familiar 
with the character of both, that he knew of no man 
in the Union better caleulated than Judge Upshur, to 
compete with the gigantic intellect of Daniel Web- 
ster, on any important subject. 

Fudge Upshur is an accomplished gentleman of the 
Virginia school, and in all the sceial relations of pub- 
lic and private life, he is dignified in manners, concil- 
iatory in deportment, and accessible to friends, to 
neighbors, and te all others in the common inter- 
course of business. 

On the lamented death of the late Judge Barbour, 
Judge Upshur was spoken of as his successor, and it 
would have been in the highest degree satisfactory to 
the people of Virginia, to have seen him translated to 
the vacant seat on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. But other counsels prevailed, and 
the Judiciary Department of the nation was thus pre- 
cluded from the serviees of one who was qualified to 

ecome one of its brightest ornaments. 

It has been said that Judge Upshur has never been 
in Congress, and is not -extensively known beyond 
the limits of the Old Dominion. This is bui a newa- 
tive objection, and is consistent with the highest per- 
sonal merits. <A similar objection was made a few 
months ago to Mr. Badger, and when he was nomi- 
nated by Gen. Harrison, as Secretary of the Navy, 
he was but little known out of North Carolina, and 
we heard the question propounded by more than ene 
member of Congress, ‘* Who is George E.. Badger?” 
The answer was readily given by every citizen of 
that State. He accepted office, and is now univer- 
sally acknowledged to have been an able and efiicient 
Head of the Department: Those whe know Judge 
U. best, are as ready to vouch for his qualifications, 
for any post that may be assigned to him.

Lacaille measured the are of a meri- 
dian in France, and also at the Cape of Good Hope, 


and found that the length of a degree was as great in 


latitude 33 deg. south as in 45 deg: north. As La- 
caille’s measurements were not conducted with much 
accuracy, the discrepancy was referred to the error 
of the observer. The recent. measurement, which 
was conducted with great precision, and on the same 
ground which Lacaille measured, has thus far gone to 
prove the former measurement correct.

September 2d, 1841. 

Sir: My attention having very recently been | 
brought to several notices in the newspapers of the | 
United States, of a statement contained in the Wood 
stock (New Brunswick) Telegraph of the 14th ulti- | 
ino, in reference to the surveys and explorations now | 
pengpamnens by order of the Government of the| 

Jnited States, under my immediate direction, for the | 
purpose of acquiring information connected with that 
portion of the boundary in dispute between the 
United States and Great Britain, which is included 
between the inonument at the source of the St. Croix | 
and the highlands described in the treaty of 1783, 1 | 
deem it proper to inform the Department of State | 
that, so far as I have any knowledge, the article in| 
question is erroneous in its most important statements. | 

Neither myself nor any of my officers had received | 
any intimation of the existence of an excitement in| 
the vicinity of our operations, arising from our pro- | 
ceedings, until we saw the matter alluded to in the | 
newspapers of our own country, nor has violence 
ever been offered in opposition to them. On the con- | 
trary we have generally met with civil treatment from | 
Her Britannic Majesty’s subjects residing near the 
line of exploration, and the same disposition has _al- 
ways been manifested towards them in return. 

‘It is not true that we are marking the line, ‘United | 
States boundary line,” as has been stated. The sur- | 
vey being ordered solely for the purpose of acquiring | 
information, is limited to that object, and the princi- | 
pal stations, where it has been necessary to mark 
them, in order that they may hereafter be identified, 
have been designated by the words ‘‘U. S. ex-parte 
survey,” with the date added. 

Neither the question of jurisdiction, nor that of al- 
legiance on the part of the inhabitants heretofore sup- 
posed to be residents of the Province of New Bruns- 
wick, has ever been interfered with by myself or any 
of my party, so far as I have any knowledge. Our 
operations have been confined tothe objects pointed 
‘out in my instructions from the Department, and | 
have no reason whatever to apprehend that obstacles 
will be thrown in the way of their fulfilment.

Remarkable from childhood for sweetness 
and simplicity of disposition and the warmth of his 
affections, he became as he grew up the idol of his 
parents and fond friends. Partaking in a great de- 
gree the spirit of his gallant father and uncle, he soon 
becamé anxious to enrol himself among the defenders 
of his country, and with this view was educated at 
West Point--where he graduated two years ago, bear- 
ing off with him the first honors of his class, and the 
regard and admiration of his associates. Since then 
he has been stationed here, where his fine qualities of 
heart and head.endeared him to his discriminating 
commander and to the soldiers placed, under his charge. 

We must forbear further notice now, and humbly 
trust that the Divine arm which:has thus stricken the 
blow will give strength and consolation to the be- 
reaved parents and relatives under this their heavy 
and sudden afiliction. 

Lieut. Jones’s remains were on Friday deposited 
in aprivate vault of this city, to await their final 
removal.
